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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest attaching at least two static acceleration sensors to 
a swimmer's back to detect and track movement of a swimmer's body about a first axis that is 
substantially parallel to a direction of travel of the swimmer's body and about a second axis that 
is substantially perpendicular to the first axis when the swimmer is swimming, and a processor 
configured to determine at least one of stroke identification, stroke count, stroke pattern, lap 
count or breathing pattern and to provide a signal for display (as shown in claims 1, 5,7,9-22 and 
31) in combination with the other limitations of the claims, or 

attaching at least two static acceleration sensors to a swimmer's body to detect movement 
about a longitudinal axis of the swimmer's body and an axis perpendicular to the longitudinal 
axis to generate a first and second static acceleration signal while swimming and a processor 
configured to provide a real-time, continuous display of stroke pattern in response to the first and 
second acceleration signals (as shown in claims 2-4) in combination with the other limitations in 
the claims, or 

mounting a first and a second static acceleration sensor to a swimmer's back to detect and 
track movement of the swimmer's body about a first axis parallel to the direction of travel of the 
swimmer's body and a second axis perpendicular to the direction of travel of the swimmer's 
body, both with respect to a vertical axis, and generating a first and second static acceleration 
signals when the swimmer is swimming (as shown in claims 25-29 and 32) in combination with 
the other limitations in the claims.
